Voters will have one day 
less in wliich to register than 
had been originally figured, 
as it was learned today from 
the county registrar that Fri¬ 
day, March 9, would be the 
closing day for registration 
of voters instead of March 
10, as was before announced. 
Registration is taken daily at 
the City Hall from 9 a. m. 
until .5' |). m., or by J. E. 
'J'hompson, 47 North Auburn, 
from 1 until 9 p. m. 

The city election will be 
held Monday, April 9, and all 
voters who wish to vote at 
that time are informed that 
they must register on or be¬ 
fore March 9. 

The city election promises 
to attract a great deal of 
interest, and altho there have 
been no announcements of 
caiulidates for the office of 
councilman, two hats have 
been cast into the ring for 
the office of city clerk—that 
of Louis Dietz, incumbent, 
and that of Fletcher H. 
White. The office of city 
treasurer is also to be filled 
at the election. Carl Pegler 
is jiresent holder of that 
office. 


With only one day a month as¬ 
signed for rubbish removal. Sierra 
Madre streets and parkways are 
often made unsightly for days 
and weeks with piles or boxes of 
tin cans.

In future, advi.ses Mr. Carpen¬ 
ter, do not rush home and put 
a pile of tin cans at the curb 
just because you happen to see 
the rubbish wagon somewhere in 
town—unless it is really the col¬ 
lection day assigned to your own 
district.

Organization of a Parent-Teach¬ 
er Association was elFected at 
the Woodrow Wilson junior high

secretary; Mrs. Ray Cromley, 
treasurer; Mrs. Ed Jerecki, his¬ 
torian. 

Thu new organization will at¬ 
tempt to promote better knowl¬ 
edge and closer understanding be¬ 
tween parents and faculty at the 
new school. During the first se¬ 
mester many problems arose which 
might have been solved more 
easily with such an organization 
to take them up for consideration 
and cooperative effort. 

Meetings will be held on the 
fourth Tuesday of each month at 
2:.30 p. m. Mrs. Archbold feels 
much elated at securing the seiv- 
ices of Mrs. R. D. Kaufman as 
program chairman, with the pros¬ 
pect that the meetings will be 
made genuinely worth while.

At 
the meeting of the executive 
board yesterday i^ternoon it was 
thought advisable to do this in 
order to ha.sten completion of the 
work of organization. Sierra Mad- 
re mother.^ are especially urged to 
attend and help swell the ranks 
of members ami workers. 


At the earnest insistance of tlie 
remainder of the school board, 
Richard S. .Jensen, whose term as 
trustee expires this spring, has 
con.sented to become a candidate 
for re-election, it was announced 
today by Mrs. Cecily A. Allen, 
president of the board. 

The annual election will take 
place March 30, and Sierra .Madre 
voters are urged to make note 
of the date. .At the jiresent time 
the school (|ue.stion is attracting 
more than usual attention and it 
is hoped that the general laxity 
about school elections will not 
prevail this year. 

But one trustee will be elected 
and uj) to the jiresent time no 
other candidate has been announc¬ 
ed.

Five years 
ago he was appointed to fill a 
vacancy on the board, and three 
years ;igo was elected by the jieo- 
jde, so that he has served in all, 
five years.

After standing guard over the 
city of Sierra Madre for the past 
eleven years, the Hag pole at the 
inter.section of Central and Bald¬ 
win has finally given jilace to the 
demands of automobile drivers 
who have found it a nui.sance and 
in some cases a menace to safety. 

Several weeks ago the city 
council ordered it removed, and 
yesterday the city crew was at 
work carrying out the order. The 
hole left by the removal of the 
pole ba.se will be paved over, and 
the center of the street will be 
clear for motorists. 

While a majority of the jieojile, 
esjiecially automobile drivers, are 
in favor of the action, there is 
some disajijiroval manife.st, some 
from sentimental reasons and 
others from a patriotic staml- 
jioint. 

The llagpolc was erected eleven 
years ago this spring, and 
on the day when Old Glory was 
unfurled from its top, the entire 
countryside gathered in celebra¬ 
tion. .A group of soldiers from 
the balloon school at .Arcadia was 
present to lend “atmo.sjihere”.

In announcing his candidacy 
Mr. Dietz .states that during the 
past sixty years accountancy has 
developed from the old system of 
bookkeeping to the municijial cor¬ 
poration accountancy reejuired by 
the state board of control for 
municipalities and necessitating 
annual reports to the state comji- 
troller in accordance with law. 

He further culls attention to the 
fact that during his tenure of 
office the annual reports of the 
auditor to the city authorities 
carry no single instance of errors 
of accountancy. 

Alt voters are urged to register 
on or before the 9th of March, as 
that is the closing date for regis¬ 
tration, which is taken daily at 
the city hall from 9 a. m. to 5 
p. m. and at the home of J. E. 
Thompson from 4 until 9 each 
evening.

She is the owner of 21,000 feet of 
the 100,11.3 of frontage involved 
in the project. She asks the 
board to resciml its action in or¬ 
dering a survey, jilans and speci¬ 
fications for the jiroject. 

Projierty owners, Mrs. Baldwin 
asserts, should be given an ojipor- 
tunity to .say whether or not they 
wish the improvement made, be¬ 
fore a survey, costing from iffiO,- 
000 to $00,000, which would have 
to be borne by the taxpayers, is 
made, 'rbis survey, she stated, 
would be worthless and would rep¬ 
resent a needle.ss extravagance if, 
after it is completed, a majority 
(d the jirojierty owners petition 
against the work. 

Recalling that she and her two 
children, Baldwin M. Baldwin and 
Dextra B. Winter, on April 2, 
1927, dedicated to the city of .Ar¬ 
cadia two rights-of-way 100 feet 
in width for the extension of Col¬ 
orado .Street and Huntington 
Drive, Mrs. Baldwin stated that 
she did so because of rejirescnta- 
tion that the Foothill Boulevard 
would not be considered a major 
highway. She also states that 
the present width of Foothill Bou¬ 
levard is sufficient to take care of 
travel through the residential sec¬ 
tion, which is developing on the 
, Foothill Boulevard.

SHOES AND MEAT 

npHE price of shoes is likely to continue 
upward rather than downwaid, accord¬ 
ing to information received by local shoe 
dealers. The trade gossip seems to have a 
foundation in facts which cannot be argued 
away. Shoe prices are based somewhat, of 
course, upon the pxice of leather and hides. 
And the price of hides is subject to the law 
of supply and demand like anything else. 

Now the peculiar thing about the leather 
indus'try is that hides ax’e mei'ely a by-pi'od- 
uct. Cattle ai'e not pi'oduced for leather 
but for meat. The number of hides avail¬ 
able is dependent upon the numlxer of cattle 
killed for meat. And if you will take your 
Woi'ld Almanac you can discover the sur¬ 
prising fact that the number of beef cattle 
killed annually is now almost the same as it 
was in 1913. In spite of the great inci'ease 
in population since then, the annual meat 
consumption has not matex'ially increased. 

During the same period the demand fox- 
shoes has necessarily increased at least in 
the ratio of population increase. It is an 
intex'esting field for speculation on the fu- 
tux'e, and seems to call for incx'easing use 
of leather substitutes.
